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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The terminal disclaimer dated 08 March 2004 has obviated the obviousness 
double patenting rejection that was applied against the claims. 

3. Claims 1-8 are patentable over all prior art of record. The now-available prior art 
fails to teach or suggest molding materials or pipes made therefrom, which molding 
materials have all of the features recited in sole base claim 1 (summarized here): 

4. Claim 1 covers a polyethylene molding material having a bimodal molecular 
weight distribution with an overall density of more than 0.948 g/cm 3 and an MFI 5 / 19 oo of 
less than 0.2 dg/min, characterized as comprising 35 to 65% low molecular weight 
ethylene homopolymer A having certain recited physical properties and 35 to 65% of 
high molecular weight copolymer B having certain recited physical properties, and in 
that the fraction obtained during a preparative TREF analysis at 78°C + 3K using p- 
xylene has an average molecular weight equal to or greater than 200,000 g/mol.
